It is certainly a source of sincere congratulation that in spite of 
many obstacles, our school system is keeping pace with our material 
development. Anything like perfection in our school organization 
at present is, of course, utterly out of the question. Although there 


are many crudities and ambiguities in our present school system, yet - 


the interest that has been aroused during the past two years is most 
encouraging. The separation of the County School Superintendent’s 
office from that of the Auditor has had a most beneficial effect, The 
provision requiring the Connty Superintendent to visit the schools 
of his county has stimulated the hitherto dormant interest. The 
establishment of Teachers’ Institntes has given rise to a spirit of 
healthful emulation among the teachers themselves. The number 
of school districts has increased from 183, the number at the date 
of the last report, to 238. 


It is to be regretted that the statistics from the county and district” 


officers are not more complete. It seems impossible to secure accu- 
rate returns from many ot the district officers, and as it is upon these 
that the reports of the County Superintendents are based, the result 
is that many of the statistics are more or less fragmentary.

| COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The interest taken by the County Superintendents is an encour- 
aging sign. By visiting the different schools in their districts inter- 
est seems aroused and kept alive among parents, teachers and 
scholars. Itis questionable whether the present system of county 
examinations cannot be improved upon. The Superintendent is 
ex officio the examiner, and is authorized to hold his examination 
during his visits in the different districts. I question whether this 
isany improvement on the old system, under which ‘examinations 
were held at stated intervals at a particular place by a board con- 
sisting of the Superintendent and special examiner. Our school law 
is ambiguous on the question of county certificates. Teachers hold- 
ing certificates granted in one county have been allowed to teach in 
another without further examination. I doubt very mach whether 
seetion 30 of the school law ean be so construed as to allow a county 
certificate to be used throughout the Territory. I would recom- 
mend that the law be so amended as to place the matter beyonda 


doubt. 
DISTRICT SUPERVISION. 


From all sections of the Territory complaints are received of the 
inefficiency of the local supervision. The trustees are not in them- 
selves to blame for this. There is unquestionably throughout the 
Territory a deep and constantly increasing interest felt in education 
But it is perhaps impossible in the present condition of the Terri- 
tory, especially in the remoter districts, to give that time and atten 
tion to school matters which they require. Wonld it not be wiser 
and better economy to compensate the trustees for their time and 
labor expended for the benefit of the publie? The duties : 
arduous, and when properly performed require much time an 
attention. The position is a thankless one at best. 

TEACHERS. ۱ o.

Institutes have been held in several counties, and the effects p 

been in every. way beneficial. .6 Opportunity of — 
thoughts and ideas, the discussion of educational questions an 
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matters brought before them, the influence of younger and inex- 
perienced teachers, all contribute to keep a live and progressive spirit 
among the educators. There is, moreover, a growing tendency to 
orant a more suitable amount of eompensation to teachers than here- 
‘ofore. The salaries in the rural districts average about $50 per 
month and board ; in mining communities from $60 to $125, and in 


the more advanced schools from $75 to $150 per month. — , 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Our present school law is somewhat vague on the subject of text 
books. Subdivision eighth of: section 18 makes it the duty of the 
County Superintendent, among other things, “to enforce the course 
of study, the use of a uniform series of text books and the rules and 
regulations for the examination of teachers, not inconsistent with the 
laws of the Territory.” Yet there is no provision adopting any 
uniform series, and it is left an open question whether the evident 
intention of the law may not be frustrated by each successive Super- 
intendent, adopting a series different from the one selected by his 
predecessor, or even by the Superintendent hi mself adopting a 
different system every month. I cannot but regard it as a misfor- 
tune that the last Legislature failed to pass the bill introduced pro- 
viding for a system of uniform text books throughout the Territory. 
It is hardly necessary at this time to dilate upon the advantages to 
the schools and the parents of a system uniform throughout the 
Territory, or the disadvantages accruing from lack of uniformity. I 
think it would be to the interest of pupil, teacher and parent to have 
Territorial svstem. In order that the whole subject, however, may 
be presented to the Legislature, I subjoin the remarks of a gentle- 
man who has had much experience in the matter of-school books: 
* Territorial or State uniformity is desirable for the publishers, but 
not for the people. Our experience in California is altogether very 
unanimous in favor of county uniformity. As John Swett says, 
‘County uniformity means county government and local county 
enthusiasm, and rivalry between counties for best books, best 
courses of study and best teachers; while State or Territorial uni- 
formity means centralization, and a don’t care sort of a way among 
teachers and others who are ontside of this ring influence. Teachers 
come more and more mechanical, simply doing what some one 
away off somewhere tells them to do, and take no interest in school 
matters—and this is especially true of fathers and mothers. Give 


them local government and they will take an interest.. Take that: 
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central power, they will take no interest whatever? / 
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away. from them, and if they don’t happen to like or know t

With all due respect for so high an authority in schoo matt 

Mr. Swett, I cannot. but believe that the true reasons for an Bin 
formity apply with greater force to the Territorial than to the n 
system. If it be considered premature for the coming Le inc 
to adopt a Territorial system, perhaps provision could be cn ph 
holding a Territorial Teachers’ Institute before the succeedin Len 
islature convenes. Such an institute would be of melalak, 
to the educational interests of the Territory, and could make recom- 
mendations that would be a useful guide to legislators. Tt would 
certainly be far more efficient than the present barren and per- 
funetory reports of local ofticers. | 


SCHOOL HOUSES, 


There is a sound and steady improvement in the character of new 
school houses that are being built throughout: the Territory. The 
principles of light, ventilation and hygiene are receiving in some 
degree the attention which their importance demands. It is perhaps 
impracticable that all the schoo! houses should be built in accord- 
ance with the latest scientific principles, but it is certainly not a diti- 
cult matter to regard the elementary principles of health. It is as 
essential to the interest of the pupils that they should have pure air 
to breathe, comfortable rooms to occupy and healthful grounds for 
recess, as it is to have a good education. It will be a poor satisfac- 
tion in after life if a fine education has been obtained at a loss of 
physical vitality. Ill ventilated rooms, badly drained grounds, close 
closets for storing outer garments, are fruitful sources of disease. 
The slight addition of cost to make the school room healthy and 
cheerful مد‎ a small consideration compaped with its effects. 

Each child is supposed to vitiate by breathing, perspiration and 
exhalation from the person and clothing from 8 to 10 cubic feet of 
air a minute to such an extent as to render it utterly unfit, when 
breathed, to perform its proper oflice in purifying the blood. 

A room 28x34x14 feet will give to each of fifty pupils 266 cubie 
feet of air, lasting them from 26 to 33 minutes—provided the viti- 
ation is equally distributed—before it becomes wholly 0 wt 
its purposes. It would become very unwholsome in from 10 to 12 
minutes. Such a room is considerably larger than the average 
school room, but has been found to be a very suitable size. eel 
ing to the best authorities, the very least, cubic space 0 ۱ 
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each pupil should be 120 feet, in reckoning which the heighth of 
the room above 10 feet should not be counted. 
A window raised for ventilating purposes admits a current of 
cold air directly on the pupils. A window lowered is likely to fur- 
nish an exit to all the warm air in the room, no matter how this 
warm air is furnished. More often two currents are established, 
taking all the warm air out and admitting a cold current, this pro- . 
ducing colds or rheumatism in such parts of the body as they strike. 
To obviate these results, if windows must for a time be used to sup- 
ply fresh air, a board six or eight inches wide may by closely fitted 
against the outside of the bottom of the sash, but so that the sash 
may be raised. Then, on raising the window a few inches, no cur- 
rent enters the room below the sash; while up between the lower 
and the upper sash cold air will be pressed in to supply what is 
exhausted from the room by the stove. The warm air of the room 
being light, will not escape down through this channel. Currents 
will, by this arrangement, be mostly, though not always obviated. 
The foregoing statements concerning ventilation have been repro- 
duced from the best authorities on such matters, as I believe the 
subject has been too much neglected in the construction of our 


school houses. 
GRADED SCHOOLS. 


The success of the graded schools at Boise City and Lewiston has 
been most gratifying. A higher standard has been attained than 
ever before. The people ot Idaho may point with a just pride to 
the elegant buildings devoted to education in those two cities, and 
which must ever remain as monuments to the liberality and public 
spirit of the citizens. It is not unlikey that other localities will, 
through their representatives, apply for needed legislation concern- 
ing graded schools in other counties. Upon this subject I ask from 
the Legislature the encouragement so justly due. 

HIGHER EDUCATION. 


Every year the demand becomes more imperative for a higher 
degree of education than our schools commonly afford. Just as.the 
home cirele is the place where moral and religious training should 
be enforced, 80 our home schools are the ones where our vouth should 
receive the proper intellectual trainin g, without the necessity of being 
sent to the educational institutions of large cities in the East. If the 
. poor man’s child should feel his mental faculties quickening under 
the genial rays of intellectual light, and should come knocking at 
our school-house doors in search of further training; I hold it to be

Four centuries ago the course .of instruction preseribed in the 
schools of Europe consisted of four branehes, which, in the order of

, their supposed importance, were (1) catechism, (2) singing of church 


songs, (3) reading, (4) and last, writing. Any innovation upon this 
established order was regarded with suspicion, and in some quarters 
even as a sacrilege. But an impetus had already been given to the 


cause of progress, which neither inborn prejudices nor mistaken re- 


ligious zeal could altogether check. Men began to throw of the 
restraints resulting from ages of artificial civilization, and when in 
after years improvements in the printing press made nniversal read- 
ing a possibility, the old prescribed formulas became useless. New 
wants were created. The desire for information began to animate 
all classes. The meagre school curricnlum which had sufficed for 
ages was found to be inadequate. The predominance that was once 
given to dogmatic instruction has gradually yielded to the more 
practical branches of modern study, so that to-day in Germany the 
course pursued in elementary schools, while it does not exclude reli- 


: gion, has been extended to object lessons, language, reading, spelling, 


composition, arithmetic, geometry, natural history, botany, zoology, 
geography, history, singing, writing, drawing, gymnastics and 
needlework for girls. Such are the compulsory branches taught 
to-day in the elementary schools of that country. ۱ 

Under a republican form of government, it is, perhaps, impossible 
to state with the same definiteness as in imperial Germany, just how 
far the state shall control the cause of education. It is à common 
boast that with us in America education is more widely diffused, more 
generally bestowed than in any other country. Yet in the " ý 
all these boasts, comes the astonishing array of illiteracy, disc - 
by our census statistics. While complacently resting upon ihe e i 
sion that education was universal, and that the prevalence o " 
common schools, precluded the possibility ot ignorance, we et 
been nurturing a population of seven million, including men, W Thi 
and children over ten years of age, totally unable to write.

or printing presses, and I hope we shall not have them these hun- 
dred years,” he simply echoed what was in some quarters, the fash- 
‘onable sentiment of the time Printing presses came however, and 
free schools with them, and American patriotism as the outcome of 
them both—and the question which has puzzled, probably, every 
State Legislature in the Union still remains, * To what extent shall 
the State afford instruction?” In other words, what is a proper 
education to be afforded by the State? Shall it confine itself strictly 
and solely to what are called the primary branches, and after hav- 
ing taught the child the rudiments of “ the three R’s,” turn him out 
to fight the battle of life, in what must always be an unequal con- 
test, against the competition of those whose better fortune places 
him at a disadvantage? Or shall it goto the other extreme and 
provide special schools and colleges at the public expense, where 
citizens can be taught to become scientific mechanics and farmers, 
engineers and lawyers? Shall the State undertake to instruct in 
what are called ornamental branches? Shall the citizens learn at 
the expense of the taxpayers how to talk and read modern and 
ancient languages, music, drawing, painting, sculpture, architecture, 
metaphysics, moral philosophy, and the thousand and one other 
branches which, however attractive, are not absolutely essential to 
the well-being of the citizen in his relation to the State? I am well 
aware that in some of the Eastern States the authority of the State 
to enforce higher instruction has been carried to extreme lengths; 
and some have even gone so far as to establish colleges and uni- 
versities at the expense of the taxpayers. In fact, to such an extent 
has this spirit prevailed, that the effect is manifest in a reaction that 
has already set in to limit public-school education to the most meager 
details, viz.: reading, writing, arithmetic and spelling. Politicians 
ever on the alert for a popular watchword, have taken up the cry, 
and the fiat has already gone forth in at least one State, that here- 
after only the most elementary branches shall be tanght at public 
expense. A more unjust, proseriptive and un-American proposi- 
tion, it seems to me, could not be suggested. Of what use will be 
the perfunctory instructions in reading and spelling, unless the child 
Is taught what as well as how to read? Should he take up any lead- 
Ing daily journal he could not read a column of its news withont 
calling into requision a knowledge of geography and history. He is 
invested with all privileges and responsibilities of sovereign citizen- 
ship, yet is precluded from obtaining an intelligent notion as to the 
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mature. But it may be said, if all this is true, it i 
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duties which such responsibilities involve, Horatio Seymour 
, uttered truer words in his life than when he said, *' never

the schools for all and the schools for a few. Tt would shut ont 
many of the best and brightest minds, and their loss would be a 
public loss. It would break up the unity of our System, its broad 
scope and the sympathies which should run through and permeate 
the whole. * * * All grades of school are needed by our political 
organization. Our very government, in all its features, is a system 
of wide spread education. Nothing can be more mistaken than the 
idea that the public have no interest in anything more than what is 
called primary education, and that all beyond is a matter of indi- 
vidual concern. If it is true that the intelligence, the virtue and 
the prosperity of society demand that some be highly educated; if 
the interests of the persons and property are promoted by this, then 
the public welfare calls for schools where they can be taught. If this 
education by its very nature makes the student through life, what- 
ever his business may be, a living light-house, shining for the good 
of all, it is not unjust that such education should be in some degree 
at the public cost. If the man of science is through life, by his in- 
tercourse with others, an unpaid teacher of facts, which give pros- 
perity to our workshops, and new value to every field of industry, 
it is fair that he should be helped by the public to gain that knowl- 
edge which is thus used for the publie good. If the common schools 
are demanded by the very nature of our government, then the in- 
terest: of all onr people demands that there should be those so highly 
edueated, not only that they can carry them on, but more than ۳ 
who can by their influence keep alive in the publie mind 4 sense 0 
the value of such schools.

If there is anything in our oft repeated claim that the avenues i 
success are open to everyone in this country, it seems a strange 
tradiction to make highet education the sole privilege of the n 
‘The result would be manifest in the establishment of an educa ty 
caste, and the pride and glory of America would become an i 8 
boast. As well might we retrograde back to the curr iculum “ving 
fifteenth century, and re-establish the catechism and psalm s! FÉ 
as the paramount studies in our elementary schools, as to banish 
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attempts on the part of the State to enforce superior education. 1 
believe it was Professor Huxley who said that no system of public 
education is worthy the name unless it creates a great educational 
ladder, with one end in the gutter and the other in the university. 
With us in America the rounds of this ladder must depend, of course, 
upon circumstances. Reading, spelling, writing and arithmetic 
should form the lowest rounds. Next, I presume, should come phy- 
sical, political and statistical geography, that the citizen may not: be 
compelled to go out into the world, without some comprehension of 
the geographical divisions of the earth, the varieties of climate, the 
agricultural and mineral productions of the different sections; of the 
relative populations of the different States and nations, and the civil, 
social and religious characteristics-of each. The next round would be 
grammar, to enable the student to comprehend the English language, 
understand the construction of sentences and express his thoughts 
and ideas ın appropriate phraseology. As cultivating the powers of 
observation, musie and drawing might perhaps be inserted as addi- 
tional rounds. The next would be history, not of the United States 
alone, but of the world, that from the annals of other nations, the 
student may learn what is to be avoided and what encouraged in our 
own land ; that he may understand that the civil and religious liberty 
which he enjoys in America to-day is but a part of the one unceasing 
purpose running through the ages, and is possibly but a transition 
state to a nobler order ot civilization than has yet dawned upon our 
planet. Next might be placed elementary physiology and book- 
keeping. These I would have surmounted by two other rounds 
representing respectively political economy and civil government. 
I would have the pupil instructed in the elements of the science 
of wealth, its principal rules and points, and the distine- 
tions between the different schools, that he might discuss intelli- 
gently questions of finance, banks and tariff—the relative merits of 
protection and free trade—the popular fallacies on the currency 
question, and the relations between labor and capital. I would have 
him instructed in the leading points of the constitution and the 
general priciples of civil government; that he, may know the 
duties and responsibilities of the different public offices, when he 
votes for his candidates. Ever bearing it in mind that it is the 
function of the publie school to make good citizens and prepare 
them for the duties of life, I should \consider it one of the supreme 
duties of the teacher to enforce upon the pupils’ minds and explam 
to them the responsibilities of a voter. ` 
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| Our school law makes it the duty of teachers in our public 
۱ among other things, “to endeavor to impress upon the Mg, 
pupils the principles of morality, truth, justice and patr ids 
' teach them to avoid idleness, profanity and falsehood, and 
them in the principles of free government, and train them y to 
| ` . true comprehension of the rights, duties and dignity of ca 
EN citizenship." While the minds of the pupils are still plastic en 
taminated with the foulness that marks so much of modern 0+00 
it seems to me they should be given a right understanding as 1 
| suffrage, that they may know how to cast their vote intelligently. 
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Iam well aware that under existing circumstances, it would beim. 
practicable to enforce instruction in all these branches in all the dis. 
trict schools of Idaho. But it is certainly not too early to lay the 
foundation now for a thorough and practical school system.
